how many may have come from out of the county, or out of state. Don’t know if they have this, but I 
will check. 


I am also going to check with the E-6 and the CES coordinator at the Center team to see if they 
have metrics re/ the percentage of people they are encountering in Hollywood who come from 
somewhere other than LA County. 


Finally, I am going to check to see what type of access our service providers have to family 
reunification funds.
